The Cause Still Doubtful. 

NKW YOKK, April 16.— The St. 
l.ouis tragrdy continues m be the ab- 
sor'ning sens it ion. Intimate friends of 
Preller slate that his religious convic- 
tions were very singular. His relatives 
did not fully understand them and re 
trained from .talking with him about 
the subject. He belonged to a curious 
denomination, a com mil nil y of distinc- 
tive ideas, very small as yet in America, 
but with quite a foothold in England, 
lis believers refer to another in such 
teri'na as "kindred spirit," "dear broth- 
t r," and similar expressions. The few 
believers in this city have no relugor 
■ place of worship, bur meet in public 
1ml 1m and private houses, devoting 
much of their labor to young men. 
Preller's cannection with these people 
made him acquainted with Richard 
Owens. Frank Hchlesinger, of the firm 
( f H. Kalenbach & Co., is a cousin of 
Prellor and ban been very intim te were 
him. iSchlesinger to< k charge of Preller's 
leinrs while he w ms traveling, and for- 
wauled ibem to him on request. Before 
he bade his cousin good by, Preller 
spoke of Maxwell, and sai I that he had 
arranged to meet him in St. Louis on 
Apri I the fourth. 

Inspector Byrnes says to the de- 
tectives detailed to look up the New 
York end of the St. Louis murder that 
Maxwell has never been in New York 
with Preller. M r. Schleasiuger, a re- 
lative of Preller's, who lives in this 
citv, has informed Byrnes that the 
identity of the victim bus been estab- 
lished, and chat there is no further 
doubt that Preller «as murdered for 
his money. Byrnes has telegraphed his 
information to the police of St. Louis 
and San Francisco. 

" St. Louis, April 10. -A dispatch re- 
ceived by the Chief of Police from San 
Francisco h»H settled positively the 
identity of Maxwell, the description 
tallying exactly with that obtained her, 
and' also that he is on the steamer City 
of Sydney.

Sarah Bernhardt's creditors art; still 
tormenting her, says a Paris correspon- 
dent. A short time ago she sold her 
furniture and all that belonged to her; 
the sum realized was less than £1,000, 
and that sum she has not yet been able 
to touch on account of the opposition 
of some of her creditors. Out of the 
£G0 a night she earns, her creditors re- 
ceive i.';iG, which leaves her oniv £2-1 
a tlay to live on, and has forced her to 
a furnished house. Though she is thus 
steeped in poverty many people would 
be content with her new quarters. The 
mansion is a largo one on the Italian 
model, with a grand but mysterious en- 
trance. Inside there is a terrace or sum- 
mery gallery, when; Surah call walk to 
and fro and listen to the chant of the 
neighboring synagogue. The staircase 
is adorned with beautiful paintings, 
and the stairs are cowed with thick 
carpets. On the lirst lloor there are two 
saloons for reception, the dining 
room, pantry, billard room, ifcc. All the 
curtains, hangings, furniture coverings 
are either of red silk or satin embroi- 
dered with llowors. Pictures and statu- 
ary by good musters abound; there are 
also a piano, uti organ, and other re 
sources for forgetting the deep distress 
in which the tragedienne is now living. 
The dining room is hung with old 
tapestry, and the table service is silver 
and Sevres potcelain. The windows sru 
filled with painted glass. Sarah's pri 
vale apartments are on the second 
floor. Her bed chamber is hung with 
sky blue satin; the bed is in the mid- 
dle, adorned with beautiful gilt bronz. 
PS, and sheltered by blue satin curtains. 
The servants' rooms are on the third 
floor. On the basement there are vast 
stables and coachhouses, but Sarah is 
too poor to afford a carriage of her 
own at present the one she uses is hired 
by tho month. She keeps open table 
three times a day — breakfast for her 
intimates, dinner for her serious ac- 
quaintances and supper for her merry 
ones. Sha spends only £i a day on 
her table, the wine, of course, not in- 
cluded. A servant who brings a letter 
or a bonnet receives a .silver coin, if a 
coachman has to wait on his box ho is 
comforted with warm wine in cold 
weather, and refreshed with a cooling 
drink in summer. Sarah also spends be- 
tween 25 and 30 francs a day on cos- 
metics. She uses from three to four 
quarts of distilled rose water to wash 
her hair and face, a pot of cold cream 
to prepare the. skin to receive the 
paint, several pots of white paint for 
her face, neck, arms, bosom and hands; 
a box of extra line rouge for ber cheeks 
and cars; carmine pomades for the lips, 
powder for the nails, and camel hair 
brushes for prolonging the, eye brows. 
When it is remembered that a pot of 
blanc or rouge costs sometimes as 
much as 20 francs, it will be easy to 
realize what it must cost Sarah to 
make her face every day. What re- 
mains of the £2-1 i day after these in- 
dispensible expenses are paid the grand 
arteate puts on ono side to build up 
another fortune. The majority, no 
coubt, would find poverty under those 
circumstances very supportable, and to 
do Madame Bernhardt justice she 
bears it with exemplary patience. 



Queenstown, April 7.-The steam- 
ship Oermania which left Friday for 
New York with 8/iO passengers has re- 
turned. Saturday night when the ves- 
sel was 500 milled west of Fastnet a 
treniend ous storm began to rage and 
continued for ten hours. Sunday morn- 
ing tho water was in the wildest coin- 
motion.

MORAL OF YESTERDAY'S 
FIRE. 



Tho disastrous fire of yesterday morning 
serves to bring homo with increased vivid 
ness the paramount necessity for a power 
fnl and practically inexhaustible supply of 
water. Many there .were to-day who were 
loud in their expressions of blame of the 
chief engineer whom they held to be re- 
sponsible! for the flro having spread to tho 
Grand Pacific hotel, but these opinions wo 
are inclined to think were formed from 
hasty and impulsive judgment rather than 
deduced from facts. One of the tirst orders 
givon by tho chief engineer was to pass u 
hose up tho staircase in the rear of tho 
hotel mentioned, but tho fact that tho tiro 
was at work under tho wooden cornices pre 
eluded tho successful play of a stream from 
this position. Shortly after, another 
stream from a hose conveyed to the top 
story by ladder fought the tire within, and 
tho conflagration which was proceedin 
without the building would not allow the 
direction of other hose to proper advantag 
The real cause of this fiae hotel catching 
fire was duo to tho cornices being construct- 
ed of wood, iustead of galvanized iron as 
they should have been; and not to tho 
action of the lire companies whoso chief is 
one of tho best Victoria has had, and whose 
superintendence at this tire was thoroughly 
efficient, giving no cause for aspersions 
upon the name he has deservedly earned of 
being an indefatigable, cool and experienced 
officer. 

L?ut it is with the lesson of the fire that 
wo have immediately to do. This teaches 
that more powerful streams from a source 
of far greater capacity than at present 
obtains, is becoming a vital consideration. 
Brick buildings, largo and high, are 
springing up all over the city, and ladders 
of Sufficient length to reach their roofs 
must, in conjunction with a greater 
prpssure of water, he procured. The 
first want can easily be remedied; the 
second will bo resultantly furnished by 
the construction of a reservoir upon one 
of tho higher levels of the city. A by- 
law authorizing the raising of a loan for 
tho purpose just mentioned will shortly 
he submitted to the public, and must 
commend itself to every ratepayer who 
has the comfort and safety of the city at 
heart U~on the completion ;.f thu. 
urgent work, any number uf streams de- 
sired could be procured, and of a force 
too that would he a vast improvement 
upon those now thrown by thu steam 
engines, whose usefulness would retire 
into auxiliary aid. Mention . f the pro- 
ject is confined in hi* article solely to 
the assurance of n ife i which an im- 
mense supply, "iid inat-uitaneoMs pressure, 
of water give to toe public from loss of 
life and property tr in tire; but this one 
feature alone is indeed sufficiently im- 
portant to warrant an expenditure that 
is actually nominal 111 relation to its re- 
sults. 



WATER WORKS LOAN BYLAW. 

In another column we publish the 
water works loan by law shortly to be 
submitted to the ratepayers for endorse- 
ment. Its object is to authorize tho rais- 
ing of a loan of $70,000 for tho purpose 
of constructing a reservoir to supply the 
higher levels of the cily with a sufficient 
quantity of water (which they now lack to 
a most inconvenient degree) and also as a 
reserve in case of sudden demand. The 
urgency for such a work has long existed, 
not only for a supply to the rapidly ex- 
tending eastern portion of the city, but 
as furnishing an illimitable resource, both 
in pressure and quantity, in caso of ex- 
tensive fire. The plan was involved in 
tho defeated loan by law of last year, 
which embraced so many subjects as to 
ensure the defeat it received. Now tho 
case is different. The loan is for one oh 
ject only, a most beneficial one, and re- 
payment of it can be met by tho levyintr of 
the small 3peoial rate of one fourth of one 
per cent., and which, collected under the 
revised assessment roll of §3,092,285, will 
furnish a yearly sum of $6,372 for » u - 
due repayment of .u. j-ueiiwiwa and in- 
...o.it on the same at tho rate of 7 per 
cent per annum. The scheme is a 
thoroughly necessary one and as such 
will certainly bo authorized by a largo 
m ority of the ratepayers. 



GENERAL MIDDLETON. 

Major-Geueral Frederick D. Middle- 
ton, who is to command tho expedition 
against Riel, is the third son of tho late 
Major- General Charles Middleton, of tho 
English army . Ho was educatod at tho 
Royal Military College, Sandhurst, and 
served with distinction in 1840 in New 
Zealand, and afterwards served in India 
during tho Santhal rebellion and during 
tho terrible Sepoy mutiny of 18f>7 58, 
where he was made a major for gallant 
conduct. He was promoted to a lieuten- 
ant colonelcy in 180'J, and in 1875 was 
made colonel. Ho was promoted to the 
command of tho Canadian militia last 
July. 



Salmon and Sainton Canning 

Two weeks havo elapsed sinco the open- 
ing of tho salmon season, but thero is 
little doing beyond getting ready. In 
this vicinity, says tho Astorian, John A. 
Devlin, the Cutting Packing Company 
and A. Booth are tho only ones who are 
packing, and further up the river J. W. 
it V. Cook, }he Pillnr Rock Racking Com- 
pany, and William Hume, at Eagle Cliff, 
are reported to bo putting up salmon. 
There are a few other boats besides those 
of the canneries named, but there are net 
over 150 boats on the river altogether 
Where the rivor narrows the catch is the 
best, the aver»ge at Clifton being said to 
be hirty to tho boat, while below the city 
t iBi'e h ive, li^t-n .ic asi-'iis ivheti the boat* 
oiiiii- in with out two nod three, li is 
thought by some that ihu run this year 
will be a ltght one The price pawl thus 
far to cannery boats is 45 cents a fiali; 
outside bouts 50 cents. There are largo 
numbers of men arriving daily from the 
Sound, up the river and San Francisco. 
There is a general disp <*nioii to held off, 
and it if not probable 'hat much beyond 
preliminary work will be done this month.

ENGLAND. 
London, April 17. — Tho report that 
Earl Dufferin had said Penjdeh is not 
worth lighting for is contradicted by Earl 
Granvillo. 

Gladstone in the house of commons this 
afternoon Btated that tho government had 
to-day received from Sir Rotor Lumsden a 
reply to their request for an independent 
report upon tho Penjdeh incident. In this 
it is stated that (ion. Kcmaroff was aware 
at as early a date as tho 28th of March, 
of the understanding agreed upon on 
March 17th botween Russia and England. 
According to the terms of this understand- 
ing England was to doter Afghans and 
the Czar was to deter his troops from ad- 
vancing beyond tho positions they then 
respectively occupied until sumo subse- 
quent agreement about the demarcation of 
tho Afghan frontier could be reached bo- 
tween tho governments. The battle on 
Kushk was fought therefore several days 
aftor Gen. Komaroff had been made aware 
of tho agreement to not advance. It will 
bo remembered 'that Oapt. Yates, British 
officor, who witnessed tho battle, was as- 
sured by tho Russian officer who com- 
manded in tho tight, that ho know noth- 
ing of tho understanding of March 17th. 
Sir Reter Lutnsden's present report ap- 
psars to warrant the inference that what- 
ever Gen. Komaroff knew officially about 
the St. Petersburg agreement with Lou- 
don he kept it to himself. 

Gladstone being asked if the govern 
tnent had protested against the recent oo 
cupation of Penjdeh by (!eu. Komaroff 
and his establishment of Russian adminis- 
tration thoro, answered that tho govern- 
ment had not yet made either occurrence 
tho subject of official communication with 
Russia. The government was awaiting 
further information, the premier said, 
concerning these events. 

The departure of the dragoons from 
Brighton for India, which was fixed for 
to-day, has been postponed, pending the 
issue of negotiations between England and 
Russia.

dian garrisons than would be needed if 
the frontier should bo made contermin- 
ous. 

London, April 17. — Advices from 
Torpul i . f April 10th state that Russians 
have ceased to advarce and are withdraw- 
ing to their former positions.

RUSSIA.

Later in the day it was seen what 
a hugo gap tho devouring element had 
made in tho block and when tlio inflam- 
mable condition of the surroundings is re- 
membered it is surprising that the con- 
flagration was not of larger proportions. 
tub -wind 

was fresh from the east and blew the 
flames directly against tlio Grand Pacific 
Hotel, This building is a three story 
brick with a hipped roof, dormer windows 
and heavy wooden torn ice. As the 
(lames possessed themselves of the Tor- 
minus Hotol — where I lie lire originated — 
thoy caught this cornice and then reached 
the dormer window and the roof winch 
were soon burning fiercely. At the same 
time the fire ate its way up Johnson street 
against tho wind and caught and speedily 
consumed two frame buildings. The Ter- 
minal Hotel was constructed of redwood 
— a light, dry and highly inflammable 
substance. It cost a largo stun nf money 
in 1808, the lumber costing 8150 a thou- 
sand.
